The Oldest Bank Notes. 


The oldest ban!: notes are the "flying 


money," or "convenient money," first issued 
in China 2607 B. C. Originally these note! 
were issued by the treasury, but experience 
dictated a change to the banks under govern- 
ment inspection and control. 
The early 


Chinese ''greenbacks" were in all essentials 
similar to the modern bank notes, bearing 
the name of the bank, date of issue, the num- 
ber of tho note, the signature of tbe official 
issuing it, indications of its value in figures, 
in words, and in the pictorial representation 
in coins or heaps of coins equal in amount to 
jts face value, and a notice of the pains and 
penalties following counterfeiting. Over and 
above all was a laconic exhortation to in- 
dustry and thrift: ''Produce all yon can; 
spend 
• with economy." The notes "were 


printed in blue ink, on paper made from the 
fiber of the mulberry tree. One issue, in 1396 
TV C., is all carefully preserved in thoAsistio 
um.-wuin at St Petersburg.—London Globe.

He was nevei 
brought to trial, and was liberated on 
the representations of certain British 
subjects. He made his way to Batavia 
to lay his complaint before the Turkish 
consul there, Turkey having no treaty 
with Siam.—London Standard.

The Jasper Industry. 


Within two years th«»- j«sper .industry 


has been developed, and there, are now 
four quarries, employing nearly 1,000 
men, 
in operation about Sioux Falla 


The market extends from Chicago to 
Kansas City. Sioux Falls' streets-are 
paved with jasper,, and her four story 
buildings are constructed of - it. The 
stone is susceptible of a high degree of 
polish, and when finished looks much like 
the red granite of Missouri. The pioneer 
in the jasper industry discovered not long 
ago that the dust of the jasper, which 
is half asx hard as diamonds, would 
polish the famous petrified wood of Ari- 
zona, and make of it table tops and or- 
naments more beautiful than agate or 
onyx. The petrified wood^is now brought 
from Arizona to Sioux Falls by the car- 
load, and polished' in a variety of forms. 
To the jasper industry, the city has added 
the manufacture of chalcedony. There 
is a scientific mystery about this so called 
jasper. Practically it is all right. Its 
utility has been established, but geologk. 
cally there is no little uncertainty about 
it. Those who know the most are the 
least positive in discussing its character. 
Some of the scientific men who have 
looked at it call it red quartzite. Pro-

A brick and 
concrete conduit is the best thing known 
to engineering science for a waterway. 
Concrete pavements are the best known;

material used by practical builders. In

SAN FRANOISCO, Jan. 20.—The snow 


blofkade on the Central Pacific in tie 
vicinity, of Truckte and Emigrant G»p has 
become very eerions. Since Tuesday last 
no overland trains have been able to 
reach a point fmther west than Colful. At 
present east-bound trains are at Sacra- 
mento, Colfax 
and Shady Ban. At 


Truckee the depth of snow ranges from 
eight feet to driita of twenty feet. 
The 


railroad company has several hundred 
men at work shoveling east of town. The, 
plow was'only able . to go a mile but, when 
it stuck with ten engines. Shovelers were 
called to tbe rescue, and after several 
hours' work, dug them out so they could 
return. On the west the road is filled 
with drifts of fifteen to thirty 
feet. 


A plow, with five engines, was on the ,-oad 
36 boors trying to reach a tunnel eight 
miles from town. The whole crew returned 
on. foot, having abandoned the train, as 
they became ravenous with hanger. 
An- 


other 
plow, with twelve locomotives, 


started out to clear the roid to the Summit, 
but before they had run two miles they 
were securely blocked, and tbe snow falling 
back of them they ware fast in both direc- 
tions. Passengers are quartered at tha ho 
t<-ls by tbe railroad company. 
Yesterday 


afternoon it begun snowing again, heavily, 
and reports from the blockaded trains at 
Emigrant Gap sbowrd that the cleared por- 
tions of tbe track were filling fast. 
The 


railroad officials declare that the present 
blockade is the heaviest and longest they 
have ever np-rienced for over ten jears. 
Tb9 delay stuionsly affects the mail facili- 
ties, no Eastern mail reaching tbil city 
since last Tuesday. 
Tha Western Union 


tnlegraph has a large force of men in the 
mountains clearing the wires of snow. 
Tbe telegraph lines in some p'aces are en- 
tirely buried under drilte. Passengera are 
t-nfferi»g from oo!d and a large number of 
cases of influenza are reported. 


The situation is equally serious on tbe 


Northern California and Oregon road, in 
tbe northern part of this State. The train 
wbicb left here Tuesday evening for Port- 
land is still at Bedding. The shoveUrs 
who were workiug south from Dnnsmuir, 
returned after forty-eight hour*' work. Our 
engine has been brought in, and tbe others 
are suowed in without wood or water. Tue 
officials expect -to imve tha roads open to- 
morrow, north and east.
